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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


As I look back over the many years during which 
I have been a member of the school board, I gladly note 
advancement. From eighteen weeks in our school year 
we have risen to thirty-two. School houses are in bet- 
ter condition, there are more maps, globes, books, pic- 
tures and other school helps and beautifiers. 

Our young men and women are being graduated 
yearly from High school and Academies. We hear 
that a large per cent. have done excellent work, testify- 
ing to the thorough preparation in our schoozs. In my 
opinion the work of the schools during the year has 
been carried on in a profitable manner. It is very easy 
to find fault, but to furnish remedies for short-comings 
is much more difficult. Please, parents, get acquainted 
with your school and teacher and see if you can’t help 
the encouraged teacher influence those annoying or 
indolent scholars to correct their ways, rather than 
listening to every tale that is told. Is the child’s pro- 
gress as indicated on the report card unsatisfactory ? 
Interview the teacher concerning it. You may be mu- 
tually helpful. No intelligent parent will ask a teacher 
to place a premium on carelessness or indifference. No 
conscientious teacher will allow a pupil to struggle 
with work the principle of which is not understood. 

The question of transportation is the most vexing 
that comes before us, and it is an ever increasing one. 
The most difficult part of conveyance is to distinguish 
between those who should walk and those who should 
ride. The idea is to carry those children whose schools 
have been discontinued. Even then it should depend 
on the distance to school and the age and physical con- 
dition of the pupil. The law leaves this entirely to the 
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judgment of the school board. The health movement 
in our schools is of vital importance. In two schools 
we have installed stoves that combine heat and venti- 
lation. The old-fashioned box stove and funnel, heat- 
ing a poorly ventilated room is often cause of sickness. 
The out buildings have received attention during the 
year. Every school now has a play ground, owned or 
borrowed, and every opportunity should be availed oi 
to keep the children in the open air. Your committee 
believes this of the greatest importance. We take this 
opportunity to thank Mrs. Mary F. Marston, who so 
generously gave the use of her field adjoining the True 
school house for a play ground.
